It is the fancy frilling to the 
annual examination, like the slashed and puffed 
paper around the neck of a boiled ham. It is 
the efflorescence of the sophomoric idea~ the 
cheap luxury of undergraduate ambition. The 
dozen or so athletic chickens whom every one 
of the innumerable colleges of our beloved land 
yearly labels with a meaningless A. B. or A. 
M., and sends forth, to confound the world 
with strange new varieties of ultra-modern wis- 
dom, club together with the younger fledglings 
of their collegiate coop; hire a hall, and elec- 
trify their immediate relatives with the biil- 
liancy of their fancy, the depth of their thought, 
and the Demosthenian draught of their lungs.

But there are two or three colleges and uni- 
versities that do not greatly hanker after the 
publicity of the “Commencement.” These 
institutions of learning are sifuated in Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, They are colleges with 
a ‘‘specialty:” namely, the production of phy- 
sicians on the cheap and rapid plan, They are 
very good colleges in their way—very good 
indeed. They will take your butcher or your 
baker, or your candlestick-maker, and turn him 
out a complete, ready-made doctor in less than 
no time, and on the most moderate ternis. 
Nothing is necessary—no study, no love for 
the profession, no intellect— nothing but a face 
and 4 pocket full of brass. Yearly these fertile 
institutions send their huge quota to the ranks 
of what Carlyle called “the true ministry”; 
and the grip which these graduates of patent 
labor-saving universities have on their ‘ busi- 
ness” is enough to startle the plodding old 
practitioners to whom the /roféssion was a holy 
mission, to which they gave the labor, the 
reverence, the devotion of their lives. But 
where is the old-fashioned practitioner by the 
side ofthe Philadelphia physician? The ‘‘Eclec- 
tic” College man can kill ten patients while the 
old fogy is curing one: he can spread disease 
like a pestilence incarnate; he can maim more 
men, if his taste happens to run to surgery, 





than a first-class civil war. Why, at the end 
of a long and busy life, the Philadelphia physi- 
cian, sitting at the door of his noble mansion, 
and looking proudly over the well-filled aisles 
of his own private graveyard, can say to him- 
self, with sweet complacency: “It’s. just as 
well that I never took the trouble to study— 
always got along just the same.” 


The Philadelphia Doctor-Mill certainly does 
its best to cast discredit upon two noble pro- 
fessions; and no doubt does to some extent 
besmirch the skirts of all the honest teachers 
and healers in the country. In England, no 
doubt, such practices would, in the end, preju- 
dice the entire peasantry and yeomanry against 
schools and physicians in general. Fortunately, 
the American public is intelligent enough to 
discriminate between the false and the true in 
both professions. In any case, the Doctor can 
take care of himself. He is a staple—a neces- 
sity. The teacher is worse off; but we firmly 
believe that he is sufficiently respected to be 
safe from any injury from this source. We 
hope, indeed, that the American citizen has a 
steadfast and abiding appreciation of the value 
of Education in every form. He talks about 
it—talks a great deal. If he really has at heart 
the welfare of the institutions he is so proud 
of saying that his forefathers founded to keep 
the nation out of the darkness of ignorance—if 
he really understands the value of “popular ed- 
ucation” and all that is meant by his buncome 
phrases—if he really does, he will look at the 
exhibit on page 96 of this issue; and see if it 
does not suggest to him the propriety of waking 
up and taking a little interest in the matter.

Oh, but what a woful lot of conversation has 
to be wasted on the American citizen! -Dr. 
Johnson—we believe it was Dr. Johnson: he 
and Benjamin Franklin said nearly all the im- 
portant and obvious things, between them— 
said that Mankind does not so much neéd 
Teaching, as Reminding. But sometimes we 
think that mankind in this land of the free 
needs to be taught all over again. If he ever 
possessed any information concerning his duties 
as a member of the commonwealth, the Citizen 
of the United States has erased it from his 
memory with elaborate care. Nothing seems to 
rouse him. He sees the government for which 
he and his ancestors are jointly responsible 
given over to all manner of corruption. He 
sees his legislators binding him with new and 
bad laws; his judiciary conniving at the mal- 
administration of old and good ones: he sees 
parties snarling over the spoils of office, care- 
less of the principles which they put forward 
as their excuse for existence; he sees Ignorance 
and Dishonesty, like two particularly nasty 
vultures, getting a living off the body and 
bones of the Constitution bequeathed to him 
by—well, there aren’t many American citizens 
now who inherited the Constitution—let’s say, 
well - the Constitution he came across the sea 
to get—he sees all this, and a good deal more, 
remarks vaguely that it’s a bad job, and contin- 
ues talking horse, or mining-stocks, or shop; 
and the bad work goes boldly on. Now, this 
week we show the American citizen a picture 
of the Tree of Liberty, from a realistic photo- 
graph of the present time, and we wonder if it 
will wake up even one of him to try to do 
something about it. ,

The flood of dollars to relieve Ireland’s dis- 
tress has, according to trustworthy accounts, 
been used where it was most wanted; but we 
don’t think we are very far out in stating that 
at least some of it has managed to stick to the 
viscous fingers of the ecclesiastical functionaries, 
whoare not only the bane of Ireland, but ofevery 
other Roman Catholic country.

PATTERSON’S MULE. 
REGRET to say that I cannot personally 
vouch for the absolute truth of the follow- 
ing narrative. J mever saw the mule. It’sa 

sort of a second-hand story, but it’s none the 
cheaper for that.

My mother-in-law went up to Poughkeepsie to 
visit her cousin, buf she never saw the mule.

TUITION TOO CHEAP, 
oe attention has been called to the pe- 


culiar state of affairs now existing in the 

public schools in Jersey City. We have 
been furnished with full and carefully verified 
statements of the performance of the local 
Boards of Aldermen, of Finance and of Educa- 
tion, and have satisfied ourselves that the ordi- 
nary privileges which American citizens accord 
to their legislators have been abused by the 
politicians of Jersey City. We are quite will- 
ing, of course, that the men who elect them- 
selves to govern us should steal our money—in 
moderation. This seems to be the custom of 
the country, and we are not radical enough to 
change it, But, however much our rulers may 
steal, it really is not right that they should steal 
directly from one of the most useful, most 
helpless and poorest classes in the community. 
And it is quite clear that the politicians who 
live in and on Jersey City have not been con- 
tent with the usual spoils of office, but have 
turned a dishonest blood-penny by retrenching 
the public-school teachers’ salaries to an extent 
that is simply a disgrace to decency, 

This wrong we are asked to right. Would. 
that we could! All that lies in our power is to: 
tell the public what is being done across the 
river, and to continue to impart this cheering 
information till the public begins to take an in- 
terest for itself. With this idea in view, we 
reprint this week the important parts of a cir- 
cular prepared by the school-teachers them- 
selves, which runs nearly as follows:

The above table shows a constant decrease 
in the appropriation for school purposes since 
the reduction in teachers’ salaries in 1876, also 
a large increase in the number of pupils in at- 





attendance: the reduction in the cost of in- 
struction per pupil being 37 per cent. 

The annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending Nov. 30th, 1876, 
page 100, shows that the Board of Education, 
by employing teachers of lower grades to teach 
in higher grades, had reduced the average sal- 
ary paid. female teachers 1g per cent, Since 
then the reduction in the average salary of 
teachers has been about 34 per cent. 

The salary of male principals in New York 
is $3,000; in Brooklyn, $2,400; in Jersey City, 
$1,500. The salary of lowest assistants in New 
York is $540; iff Brooklyn, $400; in Jersey 
City, $246. Brooklyn pays over 60 per cent. 
and New York over 100 per cent. more than 
Jersey City, for similar services in schools of 
the same grade and size, with living expenses 
but little, if any, higher than in this city. 

For the present year this city pays a State 
school-tax of about $120,000, and receives 
from the State for teachers’ salaries and fuel, 
$144,368, or $24,368 more than it actuaily 
pays. If the appropriation of $145,000 for 
teachers’ salaries, of which the city pays only 
$120,000, indicates that the city is to limit the 
pay of its teachers to what the State law imper- 
atively demands, we submit the question whe- 
ther the State might not wisely demand a more 
liberal policy. No reduction in the number of 
teachers was possible, as every class-room in 
the city is full to overflowing, and hundreds are 
refused admission for want of room, 

While the wages of the laborers have justly 
been increased 20 per cent. during the past 
year, the salaries of the teachers have, during 
the same time, been reduced an average of 17 
per cent., notwithstanding the cost of living 
has advanced at least 15 per cent. 

But $2.94 of the $28 tax on the 1000 levied 
in this city the present year is appropriated for school 
purposes. 

The following is taken from the forthcoming 
ing report of the Superintendent of Schools: 


“If the expense of conducting the schools had | 


been allowed to increase from 1874 to the 
present time in the same ratio that the attend- 
ance of children has increased, the appropria- 
tion for the current year would have been 
$371,000. The total reduction, then, from the 
rate of expenditure of 1874 is $187,000. Some 
allowance in this reduction should be made for 
the fall in the prices of materials furnished to 
the schools, but after all allowances are made 
it is evident that a large reduction in the cost 


‘of conducting the schools has been effected. 


This reduction is most severely felt in the salaries 
of teachers, Within two years the average re- 
duction in teachers’ salaries has been 33 1-3 per 
cent, to say nothing of the increase of work, and 
the loss incurred, when the payment of monthly 
salaries has been delayed.
